SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


YEAR ENDING MAROH, 1864, 


Tue following report of the schools for the year is respectfully sub- 
mitted. Kducation lost a good friend in the death of the first Superin- 
tendent Dr. N. White. Noreport beyond mere statistics can be given 
of the Summer schools. 

District No.1. Summer term taught by Miss Emily D. Hall, twelve 
weeks. No of scholars18. Studies, Reading, Arithmetic, Grammar, 
Geography, Penmanship. Wages $13.00 per month.* 

Winter term taught by Miss Kate E. Waterman, 12 weeks. No. of 
scholars 13. Studies same as in summer school with the exception of 
Grammar. This was Miss Waterman’s first attempt, and it was success- 
ful. 

District No. 2. Summer term primary department, taught by Miss 
Nellie E. Rogers, 12 weeks. Studies, Reading, Arithmetic, Geography, 
Penmanship. No. ofscholars 36. Wages $8.00 per month. 

Higher department taught by Miss Martha J. Leighton, 12 weeks.— 
No of scholars 26. Studies, Reading, Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography, 
Algebra, History, Physiology, Composition, Penmanship. Wages, $12.00 
per month. 

Fall term, primary department, taught by Miss Nellie E. Rogers, 10 
weeks. No. of scholars, 26. 

Higher department taught by Miss Marion E. Child, 10 wecks. No. 
of scholars 22. Studies same as in summer term. ; 

Winter term, primary department, taught by Miss Nellie EK. Rogers, 
15 weeks. No. of scholars 29. Studies same as summer term. Wages, 
$12 per month. Miss Rogers was well adapted to her charge of the lit- 
tle ones, and faithfully and successfully performed her duties. 

Higher department taught by Miss Abbie C. Cochran, 15 weeks. No. 
of scholars 30. Studies same asin summer term. Wages, $24.00 per 
month. Miss Cochran has great energy and infused no small portion of 
it into her scholars. The school was distinguished for order, for prompt- 
ness and accuracy in recitat’on, and progress in study. Without dis- 
paragement of any other, we place it in the highest rank in the town or 
county. 

Summer term taught by Miss M. J. Waterman, 11 
weeks. No. of scholars17. Studies, Reading, Arithmetic, Grammar, 
History, Algebra, Penmanship. Wages. $8.00 

Fall term taught by Mrs, G, W. Soule, 9 weeks. Studies same as in

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summer. Wages, $16.00 Mrs. Soule is an experienced teacher, and un- 
der her care the school made good progress in study. 

Winter term taught by Mr. O. W. Baldwin, 12 weeks. Studies same 
asin summer. No. of scholars 21. Wages $20 per month. This was 
Mr. Baldwin’s first attempt at teaching and it was sucessful. The 
scholars made good progress in their studies. 

District No. 4. Summer term, taught by Miss Mary M. Hall, 12 
weeks. No. of scholars 16. Studies, Reading, Grammar, Arithmetic, 
Geo ‘raphy, Penmanship. 

Winter term taught by Mr. D. Crosby Smalley, 12 weeks. No. of 
scholars 16. Studies same as in summer with the addition of Algebra.— 
Wages $14.00 per moath. ‘This also was a first experience in teaching. 
Good progress was made in the studies of the term. 

District No. 5. Summer term taught by Miss Mary O. Hall, 8 
weeks. No. of scholars 5. Studies, Reading, Grammar, Arithmetic, 
Geography, Physiology, Composition. Wages $14.00 

Fall term taught by Miss M. O. Hall, 8 weeks. No. of scholars 10.

Winter term taught by Miss Drucilla Blaisdell, 12 weeks. Studies, 
Reading, Arithmetic, Grammar, Algebra, Physiology. Wages $16.00

This school was very irregular in its daily 
sessions trom sickness and other causes, and there was not that improve- 
ment which there would have been under more favorable circumstances. 

Summer term taught by Miss Lizzie M. Alden, 12 
weeks. No. of scholars 14. Studies. Reading, Grammar, Geography, 
Composition, History, Physiology. Wages $12.00 per month. 

Winter term taught by Miss Mary E. Muchmore, 12 weeks. No. of 
scho:ars 10.

This school was much interrupted by sickness, but made fair progress in 
study.

Studies, Reading, Arithmetic, Grammar, 
Geography, Penmanship. Wages $19.00 per month.

After an interval of some years, your Superintendent is happy to find 
an improvement in the schools and school-houses of the town. It is 
pleasant to recognize old acquaintances, but not when they come in the 
shape of such school-houses as those in Districts No. 1,3, 5and16. We 
had hoped that by this time it might be said of them, as it was said of 
ancient Troy—‘ They were.” The house in No.8 needs remodeling. 
What may be termed a branch of physical education has been well attended 
to the past Winter, viz: the measles. All our schools have suffered from 
this and other diseases. 

It is earnestly recommended to every district to place a globe in their 
school-room the coming year. A good globe will cost five dollars, and 
will be worth, every term, ten times that sum in the more definite knowl- 
edge of the scholars. Every district should add something to its appara- 
tus for instruction each year. <A slight outlay each year will, in a short 
time, thoroughly furnish a school-room, to the great gain of the scholars. 

Let us never be weary in doing for our schools. Nothing will bring us 
a richer return, in many forms, than the expense and labor bestowed up- 


on them.
